Copies  of  the  legendary  Mickley  collection  sale  catalogue  have 
been  occasionally  available  at  auction,  yet  to  our  knowledge,  but  a single 
example  has  been  offered  with  the  buyers’  names  recorded.  The  Champa 
Library  boasted  three  Mickleys,  but  none  was  named.  Likewise  the 
McLachlan  copy  was  priced  but  not  named.  A priced  & named  example  is 
listed  in  the  A.N.S.  Dictionary  Catalogue,  but  it  is  missing  in  action,  thus 
often  leaving  researchers  stymied  in  their  pedigree  work. 

The  Mickley  catalogue,  never  before  reprinted,  is  now  available 
having  been  made  from  the  one  priced  copy  sold  publicly.  To  ensure  the 
readability  of  the  sometimes  faint  handwriting,  we  have  transcribed  the 
hammer  prices  and  buyers’  names  to  a printed  prices  realized  list  of  21 
pages  which  is  bound  in  after  the  Woodward  text.  The  reprint  is  224  pages 
which  includes  the  important  text  on  both  wrappers,  is  slightly  larger  than 
the  original  at  6x9",  and  is  well  bound  in  blue  cloth.  While  we  expect 
delivery  of  the  bound  volumes  September  1,  the  blueline  proofs  will  be 
available  for  inspection  at  the  Denver  A N A.  Convention  - Table  348.
